On September 1, 1864, a conference 
epened at Charlottetown, P.E.I., at- 
tended by delegates from the three 
Maritime Provinces, the purpose being 
to devise a plan for the union of those 
three provinces. 

A request was sent to the Charlotte- 
town Conference from the Government 
of United Canada (Upper and Lower 
Canada), asking permission to send re- 
presentatives to lay before the Conference 
a plan of-larger union that should in- 
clude Canada as well as the Maritime 
Provinces. 

The request was granted and the 
Government of United Canada sent the 
following ‘tninisters to the Charlotte 
town Conference; John A. Macdonald,

Canada's present immigration inflow 
represents a large annual addition to the 
population, Interesting, too, is the fact 
that while Great Britain and continental 
Europe have been adding hundreds of 
thousands to the population of the Do- 
minion, the United States is also con- 
tributing a goodly quota of new-comers 

As a maritime country Canada stands 
in a prominent place, The tonnage of 
sea-going vessels entered and cleared at 
Canadian ports since Confederation 
showed an almost continuous increase 
up to 1914; again since the armistice

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there has been a steady increase. The 
tonnage of coasting vessels has also 
grown, increasing from 10 million tons 
in 1876 (the first data compiled) to 83 
million tons in 1926, as compared with 
an increase in sea-going and inland 
international tonnages from 13 millions 
in 1868S to 75 millions in 1926. 

Canada's transportation facilities be- 
sides its immense railway mileage, include 
a water-way course of 2,200 miles from 
the mouth of the River St. Lawrence to 
the head of Lake Superior—equal to the 
distance to Liverpool.

Canada untold wealth in 
its minerals, development of which has 
only fairly begun. A high English 
authority has declared that Canada is 
destined to become one of the most im- 
portant coal-producing countries in the 
world—a statement that cannot be gain- 
said. Canada, in fact, possesses all the 
valuable minerals, the production in a 
single year amounting to $102,291,686. 
The gold production alone was worth 
nearly $10,000,000. 

Other natural with which 
Canada is abundantly blessed are tim- 
ber, fish and potential water power, the 
latter being larger than that of any 
other country and twice that of the 
United States. 

Thus it will be seen that the Canada 
of sixty years ago and that of to-day 
widely different countries.

A letter sent back to his folk in Scot- 
land by a young stone-mason known at 
that time as Sandy Mackenzie is worth 
quoting. Young Mackenzie had left 
Scotland for Ontario when he was twenty. 
rhis is what he wrote: 

“This is no country for idlers. Hard 
work for some at least would be re- 
quired of those beginning to cultivate 
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owell, Dec, 21, 1894, to April 27, 1896, 
the soil. But then we would have the 


satisfaction of knowing we were work- 
ing for ourselves, and there would be 
no tax-gatherer standing over us thrust- 
ing his hands into our pockets.” 

This Seots stonemason became the 
first Liberal Prime Minister of Canada, 

Even more romantic isthe story of 
Donald Smith, who left his native 
Seotland at twenty without money and 
without influence, to try his fortunes in 
the Dominion. His first job was the 
humble one of counting rat skins for the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and he counted 
them until his hands bled. 

Hard work—yes, But opportunities, 
too, Donald Smith worked and watch- 
ed, Once, when he was in charge of a 
remote Hudson's Bay station, he became 
snow-blinded and was led many miles 
by an Indian to the nearest town, When 
he got there he was “told off" for leaving 
his post. He set out within an hour and 
was led back to continue his work, 

He became head of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. But that was not all. He 
conceived the gigantic project of thrust- 
ing a railway across the Continent and 
through the well-nigh impassable Rocky 
Mountains. His enthusiasm fired 
others; he backed the project’ with 
work, ideas, and money, The result 
was the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Donald Smith, penniless emigrant, 
became Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal—and a millionaire.
